He gave the alarm and 
tried to save the property, but the fire 
spread so rapidly that be was unable 
to get anything out of the mill or the 
house. Between two and three hun- 
dred dollars, Thich Mr. Smith kept in 
a can under the floor of the mil), were 
burned, together with the household 
goods, the machinery, grain, etc. 


The loss is about 85,000 The mill was 


insured for $3,000 in the Pennsylvania 
Millers' Mutual Insurance company, o' 
Huntingdon. The dwelling house was 
insured in a company represented by 
Insurance Agent Josiah Amos, of Bed 
ford, for $300 
There was no insurance 


on the contents of the buildings 
The 


mill was built twenty fi^e years age. 
It was located about a mile northwest 
of Bard.

A case famous in international diplc- 


macy was closed in Pittsburg on Mon- 
day by the payment of $7 500 to Mrs. 
Lerz, the mother of Frank G. Lecz, an

American wheelman, who was killed 
by Turkish officials. 
Lenz had com- 


pleted the greater part of hie journey 
around the world when he was killed. 
The daring wheelman had gone west- 
ward from.Allegheny, and after cross- 
ing the Pacific ocean,he traversed Asia 
and was proceeding through Tukej 
when all trace of him was lost. After 
many delays and great hindrance by 
the Turkish government it was at last 
discovered that the young man had 
been waylaid in the interior of Turkey 
and murdered. The League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen, of which Lenz was a 
member, took an active interest in the 
case. With the final grant of the Tur- 
kish government of the demand of the 
American government of claims of 
citizens for damages was included tbe 
Lenz claim. This money has baen for 
some time past in the hands of the 
state department, and some red tape 
was necessary before the matter was 
closed.

We got started at last 
after weary waiting. Nothing worthy 
of note occurred, except slow travel- 
ng.

About eleven o'clock we pulled out 
westward, all glad to get started 
again.

beautiful country in Illinois and Ions, 
but around Ottumwa, Ia , it is pretty 
rough and hilly. Bick in Ohio and 
ndiana we saw some very nice farms 
t was not our luck to see much of 
that part of the road by daylight. 
There was a light fall of snow at that 
time and we saw lots of people singli- 
ng all along the way. It was pretty 
cold around the corners in Chicago 
today morning.

We crossed the old Mississippi just

The town has three rail- 
roads, four grain elevators, two flour 
mills, one having a capacity of one 
hundred and twenty five barrels daily 
electric light plant, water works and 
as good water as I ever drank any- 
where. Beaver creek passes by the 
southern part of town. It is a stream 
about as large as Cunning's creek 
The land is a little broken near these 
streams but back a little it is very nice 
and level. Well, this letter is long 
enough for the first one and if it don't 
find its way to the waste basket I will 
write again soon.

ly increase the tax to 5100,000 a family 
and then let every family come in for 
the boon. Tbe estimate can never be 
justified by any such flimsy reasoning

Ailes, 
who is a very young man overwhelmed 
with his own importance, will go first, 
General Spalding, who has been in the 
department so long that he is describ- 
ed as suffering from "dry-rot," will 
soon follow and only the strength of 
his political pull, which is not incon- 
siderable, will save Horace A. Taylor, 
who has never demonstrated the abili- 
ty for financial and administrative 
affairs which characterized his pre 
vious efforts at growing cranberries.

Thft Legion of Honor and How It Was 


Fonmleil. 


France owes the Legion of Honor to 


Napoleon. 
All orders of chivalry had 


been abolished by the revolution and 
had left a gap which it was not easy to 
fill. "They are mere geegaws." said 
Monge, the chemist, who had taught 
the revolutionists how to make gun- 
powder out of plaster of paris. "Gee- 
gaws, if you will," the first consul an- 


men are enamored of decorations— 
the French more than any. They posi- 
tively hunger for them, and they have 
always done so." 


This was at Malmalscn in 1S02. In 


May the conseil d'etat was invited to 
consider the project of the institution 
of the Legion of Honor. 
It was ridi- I 


cnled by many, notably by Moreau, 
who as victor of Ilohenlinclen was bit- 
terly jealous of the victor of Marc-ngo. 
At a dinner party he sent for bis cook 
and snid to liim in tbe presence of his 
guests: "Michel. 1 am pleased with 
your dinner. You have indeed distin- 
guished yourself. 
I will award you a 


saucepan of honor." 
Mine, de Stael 


was also satirical upon the subject. 
"Ah, one of the decorated':" she used 
to ask each guest who was shown into 
her salon. 


But Napoleon had gauged human na- 


ture convetly. 
His Legion of Honor 


did meet a felt want, and it was defi- 
nitely inaugurated on July 14. ISO). 
Among the eminent men of science 
and men of letters on whom it was 
then bestowed wen- included Laplace. 
tin- mathematician: Laliuule. the as- 
tronomer: Cnvicr. the naturalist, and 
Legoiive. the p.'Ji't. The most notable 
name omitted was that of Bi-rnnnlln 
de St. Pierre, just then in disgrace for 
championing Mine, de Stael. whom Nn- 
polco;. hail banished, but he got the 
decoration later on the entreaty of 
Queen Hortense. 


After .It'iia (?opthe was decorated. A 


little later hiu'h promotion in the order 
was given lo (Iener.il Lamarqtie. to 
whom Sir Hudson l.we had surrender- 
ed at Capri. "What did you do wit!) 
him?" asked Napoleon. "The king of 
Naples had him exchanged for a Nea- 
politan general who was a prisoner in 
Sicily." "Very well: there is no harm 
in le'tting this English colonel go. He 
is not dang. 'rons." It seems not un- 
likely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem- 
bered this sarcasm when he was Na- 
poleon's jailer a few years afterward. 


After Napoleon's downfall the ques- 


tion of suppressing tbe Legion of Hon- 
or arose. Chateaubriand, whom Napo- 
leon had not decorated, strongly urged

His choice fell upon M. Uaniel Wilson, 
who bad long been one of M. Orevy's 
political supporters and was a financier 
of some mark. 


No sooner was M. Wilson established 


at the Klysee than he proceeded to en- 
rich himself by various means. Among 
other tilings, lie founded 'a paper called 
Le Moniteur de I'Exposilion Univcr 
selle. which really covered a traffic in 
decorations. 
The whole story came 


out in a state trial toward tbe en.l of 
1SS7 
It was proved that Wilson had 


made a regular practice of selling the 
Lesion of Honor, or. rather, of invit 
ing people who wanted it to bribe him 
to use his influence to obtain it for 
them. 
His overtures were presented 


through his jackals. Generals d'Aud 
Ian and Cafferel and Mmes Limousin 
and Uata/.zi. and the whole party had 
to stand in the dock together. 


Wilson was sentenced to two years 


imprisonment, a fine of 3.UIII) francs 
and five years' deprivation of civil 
rights. He appealed, and the court of 
cassation annulled the judgment. The 
accused, said the judges, was obvious 
ly guilty of everything that he was 
charged with, but as bis offenses were 
not anticipated by any punitive law he 
could not be punished. So he retired 
to the country and tried to live down 
his bad name. As he ultimately got 
himself elected conseiller general, one 
must suppose that he succeeded in this 
object.—Pall Mall Oazette

this coloration is produced is one of 
the most marvelous phenomena in the 
whole animal kingdom, so marvelous.

The object of this peculiar type of 


coloration is. of course, to assimilate 
the animal to its leafy surroundings 
and thus to render it as inconspicuous 
as possible, and when hanging in its 
usual position from the underside of 
a bough its long, coarse and green 
tinged hair is stated to render the sloth 
almost 
indistinguishable from 
the 


bunches of gray green lichens among 
which it dwells. In the outer sheath 
of the hairs of the ai there are a num 
her of transverse cracks, and in these 
cracks grows a primitive type of plant 
—namely, a one celled alga. 


And for the benefit of nonbotanlcal 


readers it may be well to mention here 
that algre. among which seaweeds are 
included, form a group of Howerless 
plants related on the one hand to the 
fungi and on the other to the lichens.

Childx' Fruit Di»h. 


Peers and their coronets are soon 


parted when tlie ceremonial use has 
been served. The fate of cue coronet 
is told by a correspondent of SI. A. P. 
He writes: "When I was staying sora? 
years ago in Philadelphia with G. W 
Childs, the well known proprietor of 
Tbe Ledger newspaper there, I noticed 
at dinner one evening a peculiarly snap 
ed gilt stand used as a support for a 
china dish containing grapes. My host, 
observing that I was scanning it rather 
closely, said: 'Oh. that Is the coronet 
Lord Brougham wore at the queen's 
coronation. 
I have taken out the vel- 


vet cap and turned it upside down 
The golden balls form excellent feet. 
and it makes a most elegant dish 
stand.' Which it certainly did." 


But what Is the fate of coronets com 


pared with the 
fate of coronation 


robes? A large portion of GiJorge H'.'s 
wardrobe, 
including the coronation 


robes, was put at public auction in the 
summer of 1S31. 
There were 120 lots 


disposed of. OIK! some of the items are 
interestiug. A pair of flne kid trousers, 
of ample dimensions and lined with 
white satin, was sold for 12 shillings. 
The sumptuous crimson velvet corona 
tion mantle, with silver star, embroid 
ered with gold, wliicb cost originally, 
according to the auctioneer. £000, was 
knocked down for 47 guineas; a richly 
embroidered' silver tissue coronation 
waistcoat and truck hose. £13. 
The 


purple velvet coronation robe, embroid 
ered with gold, of which it was said Lo 
contain 200 ounces, brought only £5r>. 
although it cost his late majesty £300. 
An elegant and costly green velvet 
mantle, lined with ermine of the finest 
quality, presented by tbe Emperor 
Alexander to George IV., which cost 
1,000 guineas, was sold for £125. 


A City of Pndloekft. 


Irkutsk. Siberia, is a city of padlocks. 


There are more padlocks on tlie shut- 
ters and doors of nn Irkutsk shop than 
can be found in an English city of 
200.000. There are as many as three 
padlocks on some shop doors, and ev- 


tide than any during the month. The 
opposite to the spring tide is tbe neap 
tide, and that happens at the dark of 
tbe moon, with tbe effect that at no 
other tide during the month is tbe ebb 
tide so low as it is at that time. The 
difference In the height of water be- 
tween the ebb at neap tide and tbe 
Hood at spring tide is considerable. 


"The engineer waited until neap tide. 


On that day he towed a number of logs 
down the river. These he anchored 
over the scow nnd sent men below to 
fasten chains to one side of tbe scow, 
and these he fastened to the logs on 
the surface. Then he waited patiently. 
As the spring tide approached be tow- 
ed other logs down the river until he 
had enough to make quite n raft, nnd 
on the day of the highest tide all the 
logs were tied together and fastened. 
The tide rose steadily, and tlie more it 
rose tbe more the raft went down un- 
der tbe strain of the pull on the chains. 
At last, just as it seemed that the raft 
was unequal to the occasion, it was 
Been to boo up violently, aud a moment 
later there was a commotion in the 
water, and the scow appeared.
